from a claimant, whose iand had been sold by

of 1862. A deed was given by two of the 
three commissioners who were authorized to 
sell. Two questions were involyed—the va- 
lidity of the law and the validity of the deed. 
The court sustained both, and held, as the sale 
was made by a public act, it was entirely com- 
petent for two of the three commissioners to 
convey a title. The virtual effect of this de- 
Cision is to give all the present owners of 
these lands a fee simple in the same. A good 
deal of property is held in Virginia and South 
Carolina under these tax titles.

THE SICK PRINCE. 


What Might Happento England if the 
Prince of Wales Were to Die. 
. (New York Herald Editorial, Nov. 25.} 

Gur latest news isto the effect that the 
Prince of Wales is still ina critical, if not 
dangerous, condition. The fever is pro- 
nounced typhoid—a fever which took away 
his father, and which, of all diseases, is, per- 
haps, the most puzzling and perplexing to 
the medical profession. It is a fatal disease 
almost beyond most other classes of disease, 
and, therefore, it is not wonderful that when 
the universal public is made aware that the 
heir to the British throne is a-bed of typhoid 
fever, there should be a world-wide sensation. 

It is quite possible that the Prince of Wales 
is not s0 dangerously ill as we have been led 
to believe. fi is more than possible that the 
fears entertained regarding him are exagyer- 
ated by the knowledge of the fact that his 
father died of the disease which has laid him 

rostrate. We are willing to take a favora- 
Ne view of the case, and we are ali 
the more hopeful that the sickness may not 
Le unto death; that the Prince is 
not, like his father, determined to die 
rather than abandeu his favorite homatpathy 
and its infinKkesimal doses. Death, however, 
comes to the palace as it comes to the cot- 
tage; and as it is not impossible that the heir 
to the British throne may suddenly be suim- 
moned from this earthly scene, it is not un- 
natura! to speculate on the probable results 
of his untimely ‘taking away.”’ A little 
speculation on this head is afl the more 
natural that the British Crown, with its sur- 
roundings, is ulready a source of trouble to 
, the British people themselves. 

Shauld the Prince of Wales die, what would 

be the result? Thisis the question which, on 
this continent, thinking men are putting to 
themselves. Willit be the ruin of the mon- 
archy in England’ In present circumstances, 
it must be admitted, the death of the Primce 
of Wales would create a crisis which might 
be dangerous to, if it were not distructive of, 
the monarehy. The Queen is in bad health, 
and it is little likely that she will ever again 
take any prominent part in the government of 
the empire. Since the death of the Prince 
Consort the British people have been paying 
heavily for the maintenance of the monarchy, 
without any of the advantages which a mon- 
archy is supposed to yield inreturn. The 
vatience of the people is exhausted. They 
~ ¢ waited for the dawn ofa better day; but 
the better day is so slow to come that impa- 
tience has resulted in discontent, and 
the discontent has become loud and 
imperious. The British people do not, it is 
claimed, grifdge the expenses of a Court; but 
a Court they must have, if they pay for it. 
Circumstances seemed to be favoring the 
opinion that the Queen was not unwilling to 
retire, and that a Kegency under the Prince 
of Wales might satisfy the London shop- 
keepers, who, after all, are the principal 
grumblers. The death of the Prince would 
make royalty a mere sham for many years to 
come. His son, now a mere child, would be 
the heir to the throne. A regency would 
have tobe established inthe @vent of the 
Queen's early death or resignation. Who 
would be the Regent? The Duke of Comasigige 
has becn mentioned in cisatiantic papers. In 
our judgment the Duke of Cambridge is not 
to be named in any such connection. The 
Duke of Edinburgh is the man who in such 
fu emergency would command the entire con- 
fidence of al) ranks and clasges of the peo- 
ple. Should the Duke of Edinburgh be 
upWilling to undertake the responsibility— 
which is little likely—there is Prince 
Arthur to fali back upon, and after him (here 
is the Princess Alexandra, aunivergs! favorite, 
and the mother of “kings that are to be.’’ 
Unie-s we greatly mistake, the royalista— 
should the Prince of Wales die and should the 
Queen retire—will be so strong that Messrs. 
Vradlangh aia Odger and Dilke and the reet 
will find that their opportuiity has not yet 
come, Revolutions, such as those which are 
now associated with the history of France, 
ar¢ fmypossibie in England for the simple and 
eatisfactory reason that in England Parliament 
rules. In other words, the British Parlia- 
ment, which is so fairly representative of all 
ravks and classes, latuidines such a safety- 
valve to discontent that violent revolution is 
impossible. At the same time it is not to be 
denied that a protracted regency might so 
damage the throne and strengthen the 
~opular cause that the transition to a repub- 
2 might be at once easy and desirable. 

There is another view of the case which we 
cannot overlook, The Prince of Wales may 
not die. Should he come forth from this ill- 
ness it is possible that he may be a wiser man, 
and the presumption is that bis failings, 
which, after all, are only the failings of youth, 
will be forgiven. The hesitating judgment of 
the Queen may be determined, and the Prince 
of Waies, as Regent of the Empire, may rally 
around the throne once more the sympathy 
aud support cf ali ranks and classes of the 
people, The name of Prince Albert is more 
venerated now thanit was during his hfe- 
time, the Queen is universally beloved for her 
personal worth, and if the Prince of Wales— 
supposing him to be restored to health and 
streneth—should know how to make use of 
his opportunities as the son of Queen Victoria 
and of “Albért the Good,” the British mon- 
archy, through bim, may find anew lease of 
life. As matters now stand the situation is 
interesting, but speculation, though pleasing, 
is vain. For his own sake, and because of the 
syinpathy which we owe toa brother man in 
trouble, we shall be rejoiced to learn that this 
sickness is not unto death. 
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The Chicago Post says nothing more 
pathetic have we Seen sinoe the fire than an 
empty bird-cage that hangs rotting at the foot 
of an empty window—or the orifice where a 
window was, at the 4 of a rattling wall on 
Clark street. There lived a garrtlous mock- 
ing-bird before the fire; he used to cry to the 
yassers-by “Come up! come up! Wipe your 
cet on the scraper! Alas for Tommy! His 
wit did not save him, for his cage was at once 
a prison and a coffin. He perished there, and 
the boys who have climbed up and looked 
down into the cage say the little body of the 
chatterer lies there—an unfledged cinder.

A Son Cats his Mother’s Throat and 
then his Own—Fearful Struggie with 
the Murderer—A Marriage Opposed.

Velts had murdered his mother and thea coim- 

mitted suicide. No one believed the rumor, 

Velts was known as a quiet, inoffensive 
who would not harm any one, At 6 

your informant received positive 
evidence of the fact, and taking a team went 


i tothe house, which is situated about a mile 


and a half from West Meriden, and just above 
Frayville, Strange to say, it is nearly the next 
house to that of the man Whittaker, who was 
brutally assaulted and nearly murdered about 
three wecks ago. 

From the testimony hastily accumulated 
ffom the family and neighbors, it appeared 
that some two years ago young Velts had been 
attacked by tnumps, which subsequently 
struck downward. It was deemed necessary 
that he should submit to a painful operation, 
but he refused. He grew sulliciently better 
toattend to his business of peddling milk, 
aud watil a week ayo things went On smooth- 
ly. Young Velts was then confined to his 
bed, and had watchers by his bedside. On 
Thursday night he was delirious. He was 
engaged to a young lady named Maschmeyer, 
and they were to be married on Thanksgiving 

ay. He was greatly attached to the young 
lady, and she to him. His mother, wheiher 
because of her son's well-known debility or 
otherwise, was opposed to the marriage. 

Yesterday afternoon young Velts’ sister, 
Bertie, hearing a noise, went .into his bed- 
room. She found him lying bleeding on the 
floor, His mother was partially concealed by 
a heap of bed-clothes. The girlscreamed out, 
“Father! father!”’ and her father, who pt og) ee 
unhitching his team at the door, rushed into 
the house only to find his wife dying and his son 
dead. Dr, Gaylord was sent for, aud prompt- 
ly attended. He fgund the woman still 
breathing, but unable to articulate. She died 
within a few minutes after his arrival. There 
was an ugly gash on her throat, and her son's 
throat was cut from ear toear. Marks of 
blood on the walls and on the kitchen door 
leading tothe .bed-room told of a fearful 
stiuggie between the mother and her maniac 
son. An inguest is now being held. The 
bodies lie side by side, just as they were 
found. Simeon Veits, the father of the mur- 
derer, and husband of the murdcred woman, 
is in an agony of grief fearfulto witness. The 
instrument by which the murderer took his 
own and his mother’s life is a common 
butcher-kunife,

The 
crimes attributed to ‘‘the most educated 
communities” spring directly from the lack 
of education. There are districts of Lon- 
don and New York where the ignorance 
is denser and the ation fouler than 
may be found on the face ot the globe. In 
those sections of the North, such as Chica- 
go, where the population is conglomerate 
and untaught, the same may be said.. But 
statistics show less crime in those districts 
where the school-houses are most numer- 
ofs and the school-system most exacting 
not only in the United States but in Ger- 
many; and very little refiection will be 
needed to explain why it is and must al- 
ways be so. The fact is too universally 
accepted, and is too easy of establishment, 
to call for a waste of words about it. Nor 
is it more than germain to the line of ar- 
gument which applies to the blacks. So 
we shall dismiss that branch of the 
subject by observing that all human ex- 
perience teaches that mental and moral in- 
struction is indispensable to society and 
government; that peace and order the 
world over find their surest and 
most refreshing reservoirs in churches 
and school-houses; and that the 
power of every State and the pros- 
perity of every people increase in propor- 
tion to the degree of the popular intelli- 
gence.

About two months ago a straggling couple, 
aged and infirm, came to the city irom Indiana 
and rented a room from Mr. Erastus C. Reynolds, 
in the building adjoining his livery stable, on 
Main street. between First and Second. paying 
two months’ rent in advance. The wife was 
blind and the husband decrepid, and it was soon 
discovered that they depended upon begging for 
a support. They continued together in the 
room until about two weeks ago, when the part- 
ners in life and in business got into a little dim. 
culty between themselves, which seemed to be a 
regular bnbit with them ow certain occasions— 
the occasions occurring as often as they could 
get enough whisky tO enliven their spirits. 

Both were fond of stromg drink. and had deen 
in the habit of taking it in a social, quiet way, 
only mow and then becoming a iittle 
hilarions; but this time- it seems that a change 
came over the spirit of things, and, notwith- 
standing their strattened cizveumstances, the 
fact that they were strangers in a strange land, 
and their infirmity and dependence on the 
charities of the world for a living, they had a 
war of words and a final separation, the hus- 
band, whose name is Matthew Donaldson, pack- 
ing up al’ the household goods belonging to the 
twain and crossing over to his native State, 
leaving the poor, blind wife to grepe her way in 
the darkness ali alone. 

Ste still remains in the room, with no one to 
take care of her, without fuel or sufficient bed.- 
ding to keep her warm, and without the mans 
to buy a loaf of bread, depending on the other 
_inmates cf the building for a scanty morsel now 
and then. Added tothese miseries, a few days 
ago she fell dowr, while walking about in her 
bilndness, crippling herself in the hip so that she 
is not ableto move avout. A physician visited 
ber last week, and afterwards procured a permit 
for her admittance into the alms-house, but she 
is still at her room, we believe, for lack of con- 
veyance te that place. Something should be 
done for her relief. The city authorities m‘zht 
attend to ber, and have ber removed.

WOMAN’S WORK. 


Meeting of the Woman’s Christian 
Association Next Moraday — The 
Young Women’s Home. 

The “Woman's Christian Association” of this 
city will hold its third annual meeting on Mon 
day evening next, at St, Pawil’s Church, when 
addresses will be delivéred by Revs. G. H. Rob 
ertson and W. H. Platt. 

This association has only been in existence 
about three years, but it has done a great 
amount of practical good im the city, not the 
least of which is the establishment of the 
‘Young Women’s Heme,” on First street, an in- 
stitution which has been of great use in pro- 
viding a temporary home to indigent women out 
of employment, or who come to seek employ- 
ment inthe city. The good work of the Home 
is too well known and recognized by the citizens 
of Louisville to require auy special commenda- 
tion more than it has already had in these col- 
umns: but, in connection with this meeting, it 
is not amiss tocall public attention again to its 


operations. 
Applicants for ita charitable aid must be of 


good moral character, and if they have any 
means they are boarded for a trifling sum, or if 
destitute of money are taken in gratuitously an- 
til suitable employment is found forthem. The 
institution is capable of accommodating twenty- 
two inmates, and has generally been fall since 
its establishment. There is kept in connection 
with the Home a registry book for domestic ser- 
vants, so that ladies, who can beseome members 
of the association on payment of $ annually. 
may have an opportunity of being suited with 
servants, and the latter when out of a place, by 
getting their names registered may secure good 
situations. The institution started with an en- 
dowment fund of between $2,000 and §3,000, and 
bas not encroached as yet on its capital, having 
been kept up by contributions from the congre- 
gations of Protestant churches in the city. 

We take great pleasure in calling attention to 
the meeting in St. Paul's church on Monday 
evening, when no doubt those who take an inter- 
est in the welfare of so eminently practical and 
useful a charity will acquire some interesting 
information as to the working of the Home and 
the good tt has effected.
